Where all the facilities, physical, 
social, mental, and moral are harmon¬ 
ized and developed, you see the man, 
symmetrical, ready for noble work, and 
a world-wide influence. 

Schools now have a greater responsi¬ 
bility to carry out a well-rounded, three¬ 
fold program. This includes the physical, 
mental, and moral growth of its students. 

It has been shown that through the phys¬ 
ical education an avenue has been opened to 
a more forceful teaching of great moral and 
ethical principles, which* we now find must 
be defended. 

Schools should continue to maintain the 

ideal of preparing their students for citizen¬ 
ship by giving them a trained mind, useful 
knowledge of the principles of science, and 
command of the fundamental facts of the 

( universe, a healthy body, correct habits oj 
physical life, and a keen sense of one’! 
duties to aid relationships with others botl 
socially and physically. »
